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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not persuasive. For example, 
Applicants remark that "Inoue fails to disclose adding the usable remaining amount of money from two different recording medium as 
required by the present invention". The examiner notes that Fujikmoto was cited for the usable amount of money. In col. 5, lines 5-8, 
Fujimoto dislcoses a purchaser medium which is able to record priamry data and additional data (col. 2, lines 50-53). The data includes 
purchase data and accounting data (col. 2, lines 54-55). The accounting data which represents the balance which can also be increased 
by inputting data representing and amount of money that is commensurate with the services to the purchaser record medium (col. 5, lines 
12-15). Furthermore, the accounting data includes data representing an amount of money deposited, an amount of money paid, and a 
balance. Such purchaser medium comprising the accounting data which includes an amount of money deposited, an amount of moendy 
paid and a balance is considered the adding of the usable amount of money. Fujimoto does not explicitly dislcose the adding means for 
adding when said second recording medium has been loaded. The Examiner then turns to Inoue to teach the adding means for adding 
when said second recording medium has been loaded. In col. 1, lines 38-57, Inoue discloses the copying information recorded on a first 
recording medium onto a second recording medium wherein the first recording medium is recorded with copying control information for 
representing conditions for permitting copying of the information recorded on the first recording medium. The copying includes a reading 
section; a detection section; a modification section, and a writing section for writing information inlcuding the modified information, onto the 
second recording medium. Such copying information recorded on a first medium onto a second medium wherein the first recording 
medium is recorded with copying control information for representing conditions for permitting copying of the information recorded on the 
first recording medium; and the copying includes the reading, the modifying and the writing of information that includes the modification 
information are considered the adding means for adding when said second recording medium has been loaded. 
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
